A riot call was sent to Police 
Headquarters and squads of police- 
men armed with riot guns and re- 
volvers hurried to the station. 

A police cordon surrounded the 
station and an attempt was made 
to run the Negro out with tear 
gas bombs but he returned the fire 
of the police, who were shooting 
from all angles. 

After all else had failed, Capt. 
Harry Gregson and Capt. Cassard 
rushed the cell and, as the Negro 
aimed the riot gun at them, Cas- 
sard threw his body against the 
prisoner, diverting his aim, and 
Gregson shot him through the 
chest. 

The Negro. seriously wounded, 
was taken to the hospital, where 
Policeman Oecestricher and William 
King, the Negro trusty, had been 
sent previously. 

Got Riot Gun With Mop. 

King, the Negro trusty, of Chi- | 
cago, was shot as he attempted to 
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ly 


killed Policeman Ford. The trusty 
was hemmed in between the Ne- 
gro and the rear wall of the cell 
tier when the shooting started. 

During the fight with other po- 
licemen, Ford’s body lay at the 
door of the cell and Corporal Wel- 
dert’s body was on the roof of a 
shed outside the Negro’s window, 
where the corporal had gone in an 
effort to get a shot at the Negro. 
The Negro secured Corporal Wei- 
dert’s riot gun by pulling it to his 
window with a floor mop. 

As the Negro began to conserve 
his ammunition by firing at long 
intervals, a squad of policemen, 
headed by Superintendent George 
Reyer, rushed the steps leading to 
the cell. At the top ofthe steps, 
Superintendent Reyt, at the head 
of the squad, saw the Negro stag- 
gering on the cell tier from the ef- 
fects of tear gas..

The second list of questions sub- 
mitted by the press to police at the 
Lindbergh home today stirred up 
much activity. 

Two questions as to whether the 
kidnaped baby had been secretly 
returned went unanswered for more 
than an hour as officials conferred 
and troopers were Yept busy an- 
swering telephones clogged with in- 
quiries about the alleged return. 
The superintendent of State po- 


lice finally authorized answers to 
the press denying the baby was at 
present in ejther the Lindbargh or 
Morrow homes and saying police 
knew nothing of the report of the 
child's return emanating from Bos- 
ton. 
In reply to all telephone requests 
for information the troopers mere- 
ly replied “we are trying to run 
down that rumor." 
Col, H. Norman 68chwartskopf, 
superintendent of the State police, 
announced that police “cannot in- 
terfere” in the private negotiations 
being conducted by the Lindberghs 
because of the condition of Mrs. 
Lindbergh's health. 
Schwartzkopf confronted news 
men in the Statehouse at Trenton 
to outline the procedure police 
would follow in giving out news 
of the investigation. 
“Such facts as will not interfere 
with the progress of the case will 
be given out by means of the regu- 
lar questionnaires,” he said. 
“Matters pertaining to the pri- 
vate affairs, the habits and the 
health of the Lindbergh family will 
not be given out. Any private nego- 
tiations that they may be carrying 
on are strictly personal with the 
Lindbergh family and we will not 
give out any information concern- 
ing them. 
“The condition of the health of 
Mrs. Lindbergh is such that we 
cannot interfere ‘in these matters.”

GRAND LARCENY INDICTMENT 
AGAINST FARLEY DISMISSED 


Man Ousted as Sheriff by Gov, 
Roosevelt Denied Keeping In- 
terest With Criminal Intent. 
NEW YORK, March 9.-An in- 
dictment charging grand larceny 
against former Sheriff Thomag M. 
Farley was dismissed today by 
Judge John J. Freschi in Genera! 
Sessions Court. 

Farley, recently ousted as Sher- 
iff of New York County by Gev. 
Roosevelt, was indicted as a result 
of his taking of interest on money 
intrusted to hig care. On the wit- 
ness stand he denied criminal] in- 
tent in keeping the money, testi- 
fying that he did it on the advice 
of counsel, 

At the close of testimony yester- 
day counsel for the former Sheriff 
renewed a motion that the charges 
be dismissed. 
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authorized by an ordinance which 
was approved Jan. 24, 1926.

With several large contributions

JAPANESE MAKE NEW Cd 
PROPOSAL FOR A TRUCE 


Transmitted by British Minister to Chinese at 
Shanghai and Referred to Nanking— 
Fresh Troops for Invaders. 


By. the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, March 10 (Thurs- 
day.)—Sir Miles Lampson, British 
Minister to China, transmitted to 
the Chinese authorities early today 
Japan's newest proposal for ending 
the hostilities in this area. 

The Japanese proposal, in a let- 
ter from the Japanese Minister, as- 
serted that Japan was eager to 
negotiate a truce because of the 
“critical situation existing at the 
front and the imminent possibility 
that . hostilities will break out 
afresh.”’ 

Sir Miles laid the letter before 
T. V. Soong and Quo Tai-chi, rep- 
resenting the Nanking Government 
here. They sent them on to their 
superiors at Nanking and Loyang 
and awaited instructions. 


draw, Says Chinese. 


By the Associated Press, 
SHANGHAI, March 93 (Wednes- 


day).—Japanese military author- 
ities continued to pour reinforce- 
ments and huge quantities of am- 
munition and supplies into their 
lines on the western Shanghai 
front today. 

Four transports arrived at Woo- 
sung during the day with fresh 
troops. At least 2000 of these were 
landed soon after their arrival and 
immediately sloshed off through 
rain and thick mud toward Kiang- 
wan. Many soldiers remained 
aboard the transports, but no an- 
nouncement was made of the num- 
ber still there. 

With the troops came great quan- 
tities of foodstuffs, guns, equip- 
ment, ammuniiton and everything 
necessary to keep the now large 
Japanese army in this area fed, 
clothed and equipped. 

Still More to Come. 

It was indicated at the Japanese 
headquarters that still more rein- 
forcements were expected. 

Bluejackets also were sent to- 
ward the front lines during the 
day. They disappeared into the 
rain and heavy fog west of Kiang- 
wan. . 

Hundreds of Japanese soldiers 
patrolled the Chapei-Woosung area 
|into which Chinese residents were 
'timidly returning. wal 

Strewn With Khaki Forms. 

Along the former Kiangwan-Miao- 
chungchen fighting front, hurfreds 
of bodies of Chinese killed during 
the fighting last week remain un- 
removed. 


The gruesome ditch which was 
the front line trench of the Chinese 
Nineteenth Army is strewn’ with 
khaki forms. On either side of the 
trench the bedies are scattered 
where they were thrown by _ the 
shell explosions. In the ruins of 
the machine-gun nests, blasted by 
Japanese artillery, are the useless 
guns of the men who had manned 
them. :

Japanese military authorities said 
the front lines were quiet, although 
they were maintaining patrols. The 
Chinese were continuing to concen- 
trate additional troops behind their 
lines, the Japanese said. 

Nanking dispatches said a great 
excdus of the inhabitants was un- 
der way, owning to rumors that 
Japanese soldiers were marching 
on Nanking. 

Peace Proposals Waiting. 

All reports today indicated that 
hopes for peace parleys were virtu- 
ally non-existent. Japanese con- 
sular officials-said that peace talks 
were “hanging fire,” and that the 
Chinese were awaiting develop- 
ments at Geneva, where the League 
of ‘Nations Assembly is considering 
the Chinese - Japanese question. 
They said they were willing to talk 
peace “‘whenever the Chinese are 
willing,”” but Chinese officials re- 
Herated that “there will be no 
peace talks until the Japanese army 
withdraws.” 

Chinese sources expressed the un- 
official opinion that China would 
continue to resist, forcing the Jap- 
anese to send still greater numbers 
of soldiers, and that Japan eventu- 
ally would find herself in an in- 
creasingly difficult position and ul- 
timately be forced to seek a settle- 
ment on the best terms possible. 

The Ninth Japanese division, 
after 20 days of campaigning, 
turned the task of holding the Chi- 
nese otside’ the 12%-mile zone 
over to the Fourteenth Division to- 
day. The Ninth Division returned 
here for a rest. 

As “prizes of war” the returning 
division brought six truckloads of 
Chinese prisoners. Hongkong was 
light tonight for the 
first time in more than a month as 
the community prepared to hold 
open house for the Japanese troops. 

Sanitary Problem in Chapei. 

Officials of the International Set- 
tlement have become worried about 
sanitary conditions in Chapei. Since 
the Japanese completed occupation 
there, they have done little to clean 
up the area, and Settlement officials 
declare it to be a menace to health. 

Unless the Japanese or Chinese 
authorities undertake to clean up 
Chapei, the Municipal Council of 
the Settlement may assume respon- 
sibility. The Shanghai health com- 
missioners have conferred about 
this problem with the Japanese na- 
val authorities in charge of the dis- 
trict. 


EX-JUSTICE HOLMES 
GIVES VIEW OF LIFE 
ON 91ST BIRTHDAY 


“Like Japanese Picture,” He 
Says in Message to Wash- 
ington Banquet.

— On 
his ninety-first birthday, life to 
Oliver Wendell Holmes seems like 
a “Japanese picture which our 
imagination does not allow to end 
with the margin.”

Group Will Seek to Incor- 


porate Demands Warfare 
Cease and Troops Get 
Out of China.

GENEVA, Marcn $§.—dAfter ap- 
peals by Canadian and South Afri- 
can delegates for vigorous action to 
stop the Chinese-Japanese conflict, 
and an almost universal demand by 
member states, great and small, 
that the League of Nations vindi- 
cate its covenant, the League As- 
sembly last night appointed a com- 
mittee to draft a resolution express- 
ing its views on the action of Japan 
in China. 

The committee, which will seek 
to incorporate demands that war- 
fee cease and that Japanese troops 
be withdrawn, wil! meet this after- 
noon. It is hoped that it will be 
able to report tomorrow. 

This group, upon which lies! the 
responsibility of carrying out de- 
mands for’ peace, is composed of 
delegates from Belgium, Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, 
Mexico, Switzerland, Sweden and 
Persia. 

American interest in the Chinese- 
Japanese situation was. demon- 
strated twice yesterday. <A joint 
report of the American, British, 
French and Italian authorities at 
Shanghai was presented to the As- 
sembly. To obtain American per- 
mission to publish it, one of the 
League functionaries stepped down 
to the diplomatic tribune where 
the American diplomats sat and 
talked with them. Permission was 
granted. as 

At the disarmament conference 
session Hugh Gibson, American 
Ambassador to Belgium, urged the 
conference to give way to the 
League Assembly that the efforts 
for Chinese peace might be pgr- 
sued. 

“If we want to defer to publie

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DE VALERA ELECTED 
PRESIDENT OF IRELAND 


New Official Kneels With Cos- 


grave His Bitter Political

March 9.— Eamon De Valera was 
elected President of the Irish Frée 
State by a vote of 81 to 68, when

Previously, Frank Fahy, Deputy 
for Galway and a follower of De 
Valera, was elected Speaker of the 


Dail Eireann. 

After De Valera had been nom- 
inated, William Cosgrave, the re- 
tiring president, said: “I propose 
to give Mr. De Valera every op- 
portunity to develop his policy. We 
don’t want explanations of policy; 
we want to see what he’s going to 
do.” 

De Valera and Cosgrave knelt 
together at a solemn votive mass 
at the procathedral just before the 


opening of the new Dail Eireann. 

The Sinn Fein, organization of 
militant Republicans, repudiated 
De Valera last night. 

Although De Valera has proposed 
to repeal the public safety act and 
release persons, mostly Sinn Fein- 
ers, sentenced by the military trib- 
unal established under the act, the 
Sinn Fein issued a statement de- 
scribing him and his prospective 
Cabinet as “Minister of His Majesty 
King George V.” 


“They may remove as many 


oaths and tests as they wish, but 
they will never induce Republican 
Ireland to accept the shameful po- 
sition of surrender and subservience 
represented by membership in a 
‘free state parliament’ which is not 
a Dail Eireann (Chamber of Dep- 
uties),”” the statement said. 

(De Valera has expressed the in- 
tention of abolishing the oath to 
the King.) 

There can be no real unity until 
the two “obstacles to national 
unity, England's two mongrel leg-

munications. The new defendants 
are charged with attempting to re- 
strain foreign as well as domestic 
commerce. 

The original petition, which al« 
leged attempts to restrain com- 
merce in both manufacturing and 
communication, named the follow~ 
ing defendant corporations: Radio 
Corporation, American Telephone 
& Telegraph, General Electric, 
General Motors and Westinghouse 
Blectric & Manufacturing. They 
are all retained as defendants in 
the supplemental bill, and the 
charges against them are supported 
with new particulars.

In Italy 
and Argentina the unemployed have to a great extent 
been taken care of on public works. The former has 
also put into effect in private and public industry 
the rotation system. All public employes in the

week. Poland has drastically reduced the working 
day. In the blast furnaces of Czecho-Slovakia the 
7%-hour day has been introduced, the minimum age 
for workers raised from 16 to 18 years, and night 
work of women prohibited. France is still putting 
her unemployed to work upon fortifications.

The practice of assessing city employes for cam- 
paign purposes goes flagrantly on,. notwithstanding 
the City Charter expressly forbids it under penalty of 
a fine or jail sentence, or both.

quence of unemployment has been taken by labor 
rather than by industry. Sidney Hillman, president 
of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers, tellg on this 
page today how his organization has dealt with the 
problem. In Springfield, Mass., all the newspapers 
have adopted the five-day week. Part-time employ- 
ment has been given to the unemployed in many in- 
dustries, but industry as a whole hesitates to take up 
the labor slack due to machinery by embracing out- 
right the principle of a shorter day and a shorter 
week. It is unfortunately usually willing to do so 
only upon condition that wages be reduced. This is 
the case with the Bell Telephone Co., which has put 
in the five-day week and reduced wages 162-3 per 
cent. 
The apprehension as to what would happen if credit 
collapsed has been widespread in the United States. 
It has moved Washington to extraordinary relief 
measures, some of them without peace-time precedent 
in the history of the nation. Meanwhile, unemployment 
has increased in the country. It is estimated now in 
excess of 8,000,000. The International Labor Bureau 
is advised that unemployment increased 30 per cent 
in the United States during the past year and that 20 
per cent of all our workers are now unemployed. For- 
tunately, the winter in the United States has been 
exceptionally mild, and the generosity of the people 
has served almost everywhere to keep the wolf from 
the door. Only a few cities, such as Toledo, where 
industry is in a particularly bad state of collapse 
and five of the seven banks are closed, have been 
compelled to petition for Federal] relief. 
It cannot be expected that either the nation, the 
states or the cities can employ 8,000,000 people. 
Nevertheless, they can take care of a great dea! of 
this unemployment. Industry must be depended upon 
to employ the rest. Its obligation to do everything it 
can do cannot be longer ignored if we are not to 
have such consequences as those at the Ford plant. 
If it was thought that the operations of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation or any other ma- 
chinery set up for the relief of credit would help 
industry or reduce unemployment, the country knows 
better now. These palliatives’are what we have al- 
ways said they were, and nothing more. Only by 
the remotest indirection have they anything to do 
with the appalling unemployment. There is but one 
remedy for that, the remedy given by Dean Donham. 
The people must be put to work. 

St. Louis has just averted a crisis. Are we doing 
anything to avert the recurrence of that crisis? Or 
are we merely trusting to luck, as Detroit did?

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ROOSEVELT’S FEAR OF HOLMES. 

One of the things for which Foosevelt will be re- 
membered, it is generally agreed, was his appoint- 
ment of Justice Holmes to the Supreme Court. What 
is not so well known is the attitude of Roosevelt to 
ward Justice Holmes just preceding the appointmente 
It is recalled in Silas Bent’s new biography of the 
venerable jurist. ‘To Henry Cabot Lodge, sponsor of 
Justice Holmes, Roosevelt frankly stated his doubts. 
“The majority of the present court, who have... 
upheld the principles of President McKinley and ‘the 
Republican party in Congress,” he wrote, “have ren- 
dered a great service to mankind and this nation. ... 
I should hold myself guilty of an irreparable wrong 
to the nation if I should put in Judge Gray’s place 
any man who was not absolutely sane and sound 
on the great national policies for which we stand in 
public life.” In the light of Justice Holmes’ long 
years of solitary dissents, it would be laughable were 
it not almost an impropriety to think of him as 
chosen to indorse Marcus Hanna’s industyial and ter-| 
ritorial aggressions.

In its attitude toward labor-saving de- 
vices, the Amalgamated has departed wide- 
ly from the usua) trade union slant. The 
organization has come to feel, first, that re- 
sistance to new machinery and other means 
of labor saving would tend to weaken the 
competitive position of the union employer; 
second, that it might diminish the total vol- 
ume of employment available in the indus- 
try by keeping price levels above the pur- 
chasing power of the consumer. , 

In view of these considerations, the union 
has encouraged improvements in the méans 
of prodyction, but has tried to maintain 
some measure of control over them. For 
example, it has permitted the introduction 
of pressing machines only in relation to the 
capacity of the industry or ‘of a particular 
shop to absorb the displaced workers. In 
some cases, where the pressyre of competi- 
tien made delay impossible, the union en- 
tered inte agréements with employers for 
the payment of a dismissal wage amounting 
in some instances to $500 apiece to workers 
pushed out of their jobs by machines. 
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A measure of security for workers at a 
time of falling volume ef employment has 
been accomplished through enforcement of 
the rule of equal division of work. nder 
this provision, which is part of every Amal- 
gamated agreement, all thembers~ of the 
union in a shop, to the extent this Is prac- 
ticable, are assured an equal share of what- 
ever work is available iff slack periods. The 
rule may sometimes be temporarily set 
aside because of administrative difficulties, 
but it is not voided if that can be helped. In 
practice as .well as in theory, all union 


members attached to an establishment have

The reason we have recurrent depressions 
is not that there exists some untouchable

It is the responsibility of the Governmént 
to create an instrumentality that will guide 
a national economic plan. Among the spe- 
cific problems that call for this large-scale 
handling are: length of the ‘working day 
and week, jobs for all people willing and 
able to work, “technological! unemploy- 
ment” that is now affecting millions of peo- 
ple. A minimum wage.to be paid in all in- 
dustries is another problem that economic 
plamning would tackle. An assured basis of 
earnings would place more adequate pow- 
er as consumers in the hands of the massey 
of people. 

There would be both incentive and aid for 
stabilizing production in such a course. The 
responsibility for national economic pltan- 
ning should be vested in a board represent- 
ing labor, capital and the public. Nothing

Dynamic Exactness and 
Subtlety Feature His Piano 
Performance.

ALTER GIESEKING gave a 
piano recital last night at the 
Odeon, under auspices of the 
Civie Music League. It was the 
fourth attraction of the league's 
present season and one of the lofti- 
est and most poetic manifestations 
of the pianistic art that it has ever, 
been the good fortune of a St. Louis 


audience to hear. 

His program reflected the evolu- 
tion of music from Scarlatti 
through Debussy. It began with 
the Partita No. 2 by Sebastian 
Bach, included the Sonata in A 
major, Opus 101, by Beethoven and 
closed with the finely wrought and 
beautifully colored “Ondine” by 
Maurice Ravel. It was in the final 
group and especially in two num- 
bers by Debussy that his playing 
seemed the most miraculous, but it 
would have been difficult to detect 
any lack of authority in any thing 
he touched, no matter of what pe- 
riod. 

The Bach partita showed an im- 
personal approach and was free 
from any suggestion of dynamic 
extravagance. At the same time it 
was warm, living and human. The 
differentiation of voices was mar- 
velously managed and revealed a 
precision.and control that was to 
become even more astonishjng as 
the program progressed, The only 
possible objection to his Bach was 
on the ground that the legato he 
employed was anachronistic in that 
its rippling smoothness could not 
have been anticipated by Bach. 

The Romantic group, which in- 
cluded the Arabesque, Opus 18, by 
Robert Schumann, Chopin's Bar- 
carolle, Opus 18, and Berceuse, 
Opus 57, was again a triumph of 
style and the French impressionist- 
ic pieces, as I have already sug- 
gested, were articulated in a man- 
ner that made the attentive lsten- 
er breathe perceptibly harder. The 
sensuous color effects were achieved 
without any sacrifice of structure
